Amateurs  may  operate  within  the  territory 
of  these  countries  according  to'the  terms  of  the  agreement  after  first  obtaining  a permit  from  the  host  country.  The  sole  exception  is 
Canada:  amateurs  with  valid  U.S.  or  Canadian  licenses  may  operate  within  the  other  country’s  territory  without  obtaining  a permit. 

They  must,  of  course,  abide  by  all  the  terms  of  the  reciprocal  operating  agreement.
